Passed Assistant Surgeon Wilson reports, October 10 and 16, as 
follows: 
Week ended October 7, 1905: 

Vessels inspected and bills of health issued 6 

Vessels fumigated with sulphur to kill mosquitoes 1 

Vessels on which mosquitoes (Culex, a few) found 2 

Vessels on which mosquitoes (Anopheles, a few) found 2 

Number of crew inspected 284 

Number of passengers inspected 120 

The steamship Conde Wifredo arrived September 29 from Habana, 
Santiago, and ports in Spain with 1 of crew sick with fever. Diagno- 
sis (probable), malarial fever remittent. One other case of malarial 
fever, but milder, occurred on board the vessel while in port. As this 
ship would have to wait fifteen days in New Orleans for cargo, it pre- 
ferred to leave here without fumigating. 

Three cases and 1 death of yellow fever were reported during the 
week. For the twelve weeks ended September 30, 1905, there were 
recorded in the city of Veracruz, population about 33,000, 514 deaths 
from all causes. Of this number 10 were attributed to yellow fever, 
54 to pernicious (malarial) fever, 24 to remittent fever, and 77 to 
tuberculosis. 

Below is given a table showing the total mortality and, also, that 
from certain diseases at Veracruz for a twelve weeks' period ended 
each year about October 1 :

The mortality from each of the three diseases, yellow fever, per- 
nicious fever, and remittent fever is usually the highest in the late 
summer and fall, reaching the maximum in October. 

Week ended October 14, 1905: 

Vessels inspected and bills of health issued 4 

Vessels fumigated with sulphur to kill mosquitoes 3 

Number of crew inspected 148 

Number of passengers inspected 137 

There were reported in Veracruz during the week 2 cases and 2 
deaths of yellow fever. 

A strong norther was blowing for 3 days of the week, which caused 
some delay with shipping. 

Two of the crew of the steamship Vigilancia, which sailed October 
13 for New York via Habana, were left on shore on account of fever 
that up to the time of sailing could not be entirely differentiated from 
3 T ellow fever. At the present time these cases appear to be remittent 
malarial fever.
